5th of this Month there arriv’d at Salo 13 Barks 
with Troops and 10 Field-Pieces on Board, for the 
_Imperial Aimy : And fince Prince Eugene makes ail 
his fick and wounded be fent to Salo, that they may 
be carry’d from thence into the Trentin ; and feeing 


befides that he has countermanded his Orders for lay-. 


ing in a Store of Meal and Corn at Palazzuolo, we 
conjecture from thence that he defigns to be marching 
very fhortly. They write from Ferrara, that they are 
providing that Place with all things neceffary, and 
that the French, to prevent the Defigns of the Impe- 
rialifts, kept a no lefs watchful Eye on the fide of 
the Po, than on the fide of-the Adda. 

* Paris, September 18. Our laft Advices from the 
Camp at Rivolta tell us, the Duke of Vendome was 
intrenching himfelf in his Camp: And that he had 
feutthe Marquis of St. Fremont to Milan, to get an 
exact Account of the number of our fick and woun- 
ded. There are ftill hopes that the Marquis of Praflin 
will recover of his Wound. 

Milan, Seprember 12. The French have ask’d leave 
to put their Troops, in cafe of need, into our Cit- 
tadel; Several Councils bave. been held upon this 
Propofition ; but the Senate is at a ftand to refolve 
what to do therein.

Be:gamo, September 12. We have here a lament- 
able Vintage, the 2 Armies that ly in our Neighbour- 
hood having utterly ruin’d us. The Imperialifts re- 
ceive continually {mall Reinforcements of Troops, 
Artillery and Ammunition, but the Duke of Ven- 
dome, not recieving from Piemont the Succours he 
expected, has intrench’d himfelf up to the very Eyes, 
to fecure his Troops from all manner of furprize. 
He has demanded a great Sum of Money from the 
Town of Milan, promifing that in cafe they well fup- 
ply him with it he will hinder Prince Eugene from 
pafling the Adda, but no Body dares take his Word ; 
on the contrary, all are carrying away their beft Ef- 
fects into Places of Safety. He would have likewife 
put a French Garrifon into the Cittadel of Milan ; 
but the Spaniards let him know they were as well 
able as himfelf to defend that Place as long as it 
could be defended. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Sepr. 26. 

From the Camp at Rivolea, Sept. 11. The Duke of 
Vendome is fortifying all the Paffes of the Adda, 
from Caffano to Lecco, on the Lake of Como. We 
hear from Milan, that moft of the wounded, who 
were fent thither after the Battle, are in a fair way 
of Recovery. The Count of Colmenero is intirely 
cur’d ; the Count of Praflin is much better, and the 
Sieurs Cotton and Angenfon, the firft of them Cap- 
tain of the Guards, and the other Aid de Camp to 
the Duke of Vendome, and who were both wound- 
ed by his fide, are out of danger. On the other 


hand, there dics a great Number of the wounded 
of the Enemy, by reafon of the ill Air of their Camp, 
and of Palazzulo; and becaufe they are in want of 
Neceffaries, which has oblig’d Prince Eugene wo tend 
them into the Trentin: We hear that among others, 
the Prince of Anhalt, who commands the 1100; of 
Brandenbourg, and General Reventlau lie danger- 
oufly ill at Brefcia. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Sept. 26. 

Venice, Sept. 12. We have Advice from the Ar- 
mies, That the French have laid a Bridge over the 
Adda, that gives them a Communication with the 
Country of Lodi; and that they are fortifying che 
Banks of that River to Bardalano and Tredeci Ponu; 
whence "tis thought, they defign to hinder the Ger- 
mans from extending themfelves above the Mantuan 
or below the Cremoneze. The French intend like- 
wife to lay a Bridge at Guattalla, where ftore of 
Ammunition comes to’em from the Mantuan. The 
Regiment of Bofello, with fome other Cavalry, is 
already march’d from Bofello to Gazolo, fo that 
there are not above 300 Men in the firft of thofe 
Places. The Prince of Anhalt is recover’d of his 
Fever at Brefcia, but the Prince of Wirtemberg is 
not yet out of danger.

From the Camp at Rivolta, Sept. 26, The Grand 
Prior is gone this Morning for France : The Duke of 
Vendome has an Ague. We fay here that Prince 
Eugene will foon be oblig’d to break up from Tre- 
viglio. Our Army is at prefent ftrongly intrench'd, 
and we have two Bridges over the Adda. Our Potts 
on the Oglio could {carcely be defended in cafe they 
were attack’d ; but ‘tis, thought we thould abandon 
them on the Enemies approach ; the rather becaufe 
all the Forrage thereabouts, and in the Brefcian, is 
confum’d : We have again exchang’d 2000 Prifoners 
with the Enemy.

From the Army ynder Prigce Eugene of Savoy, 
Sept. 12. Our General applies himfelf wholly to 
bring the Army into a good Condition ; 4000 Foot 
and 2000 Horfe, with a fine Train of Artillery, and 
200 Oxen to draw it, have already join’d us. We 
are now imploy’d in repairing the Roads from the 
Camp to Vaillato ; and expect foon to be in Motion, 
as we believe, to attack Pizzighitrone.

Paris, September 21. We have Advice that the 
Venetians will no longer fuffer any Forreign Troops 
to be in their Dominions ; and that they had {ent ta 
acquaint Prince Eugene therewith, and reprefented 
it to him as a Refolution of their whole Senate.

Prince Eugene 
hot caus'd a great number of Buats to be brought 
jnwy bis Camp, and among them 30 that will hold 
yoor12 \tna piece: By his Orders too the Maga- 
zine of that was ac Pa.azzaoio ts car- 
ry’d from thesce, Defeccers celi us thac the Prince 
of Wirtemberg and Count Revencdaw are ftill lying 
ill at Brefcra.
